The substance of the certified copies of rec- 
ords on the books of Christ’s Church Cathe- 
dral, Parish of Montreal, Province of Can- 
ada, prove beyond a doubt that George Will- 
iam Northedge is the heir to property valued 
at $1,850,000 and a baronetcy. Mr. North- 
edge’s attorneys have secured the certified 
copies and they were shown to a reporter for 
Tue Tarepye last night. 

The first paper is an extract from the Reg- 
ister of Marriages, Baptisms, and Burials of 
Christ's Church Cathedral, Parish of Mont- 
real. showing that July 18. 1815, William 
Northedge, confectioner, and Elizabeth Shep- 
pard were married, They were the grand- 
parents of George William Northedge. The 
second paper shows that Feb. 22, 1816, Will- 
iam, son of the above William and Elizabeth 
Northedge, was born in the parish and bap- 
tized Nov. 3. 1816. Other papers show 
that George Richard, Elizabeth, and Rob- 
ert Sheppard Northedge were born to 
the above William and Elizabeth Northedge. 
Another paper shows the death of William 
Northedge feng of George William 
Neethelan. & ug. 8, 1825. A certificate of the 
second marriage of George William North- 
edge’s pa) Bm Ny Elizabeth Sheppard 
Northedge, to Henry Musson, pastry cook, 
was shown to the reporter. Another paper 
shows that Susannah Musson was born to the 
above Henry and Elizabeth Musson. 

The certiti¢ate of George William North- 
edge’s baptism reads as follows:

THE LOCAL ELECTION YESTERDAY. 

The municipal election in Chicago yester- 
day resulted much more satisfactorily than was 
anticipated, Necessarily the cuntests for town 
officers were conducted on party lines. For 
the most part the Aldermanic contests were 
also fought on party lines. The Republicans 
have excellent reason to be gratified with the 
result. 

Sevéral of the most pernicious members of 
the present Council will be retired to pri- 


vate life and for the most part their places 


will be taken by better, more capable, and 
more reliable men. 

The candidates of the bucket-shop 
and crap-gamblers’ ring for West Town 
officers have been beaten and the 
Republican nominees, men of integrity and 
ability, have been elected. The result proves 
that had the Republicans named more satis- 
factory candidates throughout in the North 
and South Towns they Gould have been elect- 
ed. As it was the Republican candidates for 

Collector and Supervisor in the South Town 
ran considerably ahead of their ticket and it 
may be that the official count will elect one 
or both.. The Republican nominee for North 
Town Collector, being a popular man, polled 
several hundred more votes than his asso- 
ciates. 

But the most gratifying gains have been in the 
Aidermaniccontests. Theelections in the wards 
will bring some excellent new men into the 
Council, such as George B. Swift, Edward J. 
Marrener in the Third, James R. Mann in the 
Thirty-second, James Reddick in the Fifteenth, 
Charles F. Swigert in the Thirteenth, Louis L. 
Wadsworth in the Twenty-fourth, and Frank 
M. Chapman in the Twenty-fifth, They will 
render the public much more acceptable serv-

VALUE OF SILVER. 

A correspondent of the Boston Heraid, writ- 
ing from the City of Mexico, says the con- 
tinuous drop in the price of silver has set 
many people in that part of the world to hard 
thinking. They are afraid that if the white 
metal keeps on plunging downward the time 
will soon arrive when thousands of mines 
both there and in the United States will have 
to be abandoned, and a great revolution set 
in. But there is noting in the letter to justify 
the statement made in the headlines: The 
price is so low now that few mines pay. On 
the contrary, it appears from the facts cited 
that silver mining does pay now, and pays 
well. Thetrouble is fear that it will not con- 
tinue to pay much longer, owing to the 
enormous overproduction which has followed 
the discovery that abnormally big profits could 
be made by producing silver at the prices that 
have recently ruled in the world’s markets. 

According to the correspondent there are 
some miners who say they can take out ore at 
a profit even with silver at 65 cents an ounce. 
That is, mining would pay them at a reduc- 
tion of M per cent from the lowest price at 
which silver has ever been quoted. Of course 
it is only mines rich in ore and near to a mar- 
ket that could stand such a tumble. There 
aro many thousands of mines remote from 
the railroads where the ore would not pay at 
less than 75 or 80 cents, but none ot these 
have been touched by any decline that has 
occutred pet. They are all able to make 
money by operating at the current market 
prices for silver. Why then should the article 
be rated 48 worth more than it is now selling 
for? The fact is that modern appliances have 
made itso much easier to extract ore than 
formerly that silver is likely to become a 
drug. 9 

That is just what is the matter in Mexico 
and similar conditions exist in the United 
States, while some other countries are also 
threatening to help swell enormously the pro- 
duction of cheap silver. True, there is a 
point below which silver cannot fall without 
producing disaster all around,“ but that point 
has not yet been reached, so far as the miner 
is concerned. The price now offered for the 
metal pays a reasonable profit to the ordinary 
producer, and it is probable that if there be 
any furtier cheapening it will simply furnish 
an example of loss temporarily following an 
overproduction which was stimulated by the 
hope of realizing inordinate profits. In this 
respect the silver miner will be no worse off 
than were the cattle raisers on the plains a 
few years ago, than the wheat growers of the 
United States have been more than once in 


their history, or than the cotton cultivators of 


the Southern States are at this moment. Re- 
actions of that kind have got to be endured 
whenever the inciting cause operates, The 
one comes after the other just as naturally 


and inevitably as a trough in the sea follows a 


wave crest, and not all the legisiative power 
on earth is able to upset the natural law 
which estabiishes the corelation of the two. 
Apparently the Mexicans who ar interested 
in silver mines are sufficiently intelligent to 
grasp the logic of the situation. They are 
represented as believing that free coinage is 


only another futile attempt to enhauce the 


price of silver, and that its adoption would 
certainly be followed by a tremendous col- 
lapse. They say they do not think the United 
States could carry the silver burden all alone, 
and that in their opinion nethmg can save 
silver but an international

THE COOLEYITES ‘AND THEIR 600,000 
T CHANNEL, .

This paper has on repeated occasions called 


on the Cooleyites and their organs to tell how 
they proposed to supply their 600,000-foot 
rock-cut with the 600,000 feet per minute of 
lake water which they said must be sent down 


it to dilute Chicago sewage. They never an- 


swered, They persisted that the sewage must 
have that degree of dilution, but refused to 
tell how the water was to be furnished. 

It appears from recent developments that 
these individuals ‘recognize the impractica- 
bility of providing 600,000 cubic feet of lake 
water, and of diluting the sewage to that ex- 
tent, but nevertheless they insist on making 4 
double- capacity rock-cut, even though ad- 
mitti that it will not be used to carry off 
more than 300,000 cubic feet of lake water. 
Their bole remaining pretext for the expensive 
doubid-size rock-cut is thus set forth by Chief 
Engineer Williams in a recent interview: 

Above Sag there were 420 svuare miles of terri- 
tory tributary to the Desplaines and the Chicago 
Rivers which would find drainage through the 
main channel; of this 120 square miles would be 
sewered territory. An engineering tormula shows 
that this means a discharge of 606,300 cubic feet a 
minute. It was absolutely necessary to give the 
main ¢hannel a capacity of 600000 cubic feet to 
carry this flood water dows the valley and 
prevent an overflow by way of the Chicago River 
into the lake, Ths vital point in the whole matter 
was to guard against the discharge of water into 
the lake laden with human excreta. It was the 
disease-germs carried to the water-works crib 
and thence to the supply pipes of the houses that 
caused sickness and death and not the mer 
chemical or mechanical contamination of the 
water by organic mafter. It was safe to say that 
the pollution of the Chicago water supply with 
organic matter, devoid of the germs of disease, to 
the greatest degree ever known would have no 
influence on health. It was the kindof pollution. 
said Mr. Williams, and not the degree. which 
Chicago had to fear. Contamination was sure to 
vecur at irregular intervals if the discharging 
channel had less than 600,000 cubic feet. These 
facts had all been gone over before, and the Legis- 
lature and the people had been twice convinced 
they were correct. It was useless to try to unsettle 
them now, 

The essential point is to create a condition 
which will entirely prevent any outflow from the 
river to the lake, and this cannot be done with a 
less channel than one of a capacity of 600,000 cu- 
bic feet a minute, on account of storm water, 
which, with the most compiete regulating works, 


will at times equal this amount. 


As to the waterway side of the question the 
channel had been pludned. as to site and shape, 
without reference to a waterway. If the channel 
were to be influenced by the necessities or con- 
veniences of navigation it would not be con- 
structed as proposed. Required to pass a certain 
amount of water through a channel in 
the rock, tbe engineer had only to refer to the 
facts and principles of his profession to deter- 
mine how wide and how deep it must be dug at 
the least exvenditure. 

It appears from this that these navigation 


fellows have given up the idea of diluting the 
city sewage with 600,000 cubic feet of water 
and limit the amount of water to be drawn 
from the lake to that which can be put through 
the Sovth Branch without: interfering with 
its navigation—about 300,000 cubic feet. It 
appears further that the insane forty million 
canal running northwestward from Chelten- 
ham Beach across Hyde Park and Lake has 
been given up and that the sole object of the 
double-capacity double-cost rock channel is 
to prevent an overflow of the storm waters of 
the Desplaines into the lake by way of the 
Chicago River. 

But as this is now confessed to be the sole 
object of making so large a channel through 
the rock, why do not Cooley, Williams, etc., 
begin their extra-size channel at the Riverside 
dam, the point where the waters of the Des- 
plaines have on some occasions overflowed 
into the Chicago River? The surface drain- 
age below Summit and above the Sag is too 
small to cut any figure compared with the 
volume of water that sometimes comes down 
from above Summit. 

If the double-size cut did not begin several 
miles below Summit would not the waters of 
the Desplames still overflow into the Chicago 
River and carry water into the lake laden 
with human excreta”? If the vital point in 
the whole matter” is to guard against that it 
is wicked foily and a mortstrous blunder to 
begin the 600,000-foot channel at Willow 
Springs instead of at Summit. The channel 
through the clay from Chicago to Willow 
Springs is limited by the law to a capacity of 
300,000 cubic feet a minute until such time as 
the, General Government has improved the 
Illinois and the Desplaines so that they will be 
capable of receiving a flow of 600,000 cubic feet 
a minute and will agree to assume all damages 
arising therefrom. Until that happens, which 
will be never, there will be a 300,000-toot 
channel from Riverside to Wijiow Springs and 
a 600,000 one below it, and the dreadful pos- 
sibility of being visited by the storm waters 
of the Despiaines will continue in spite of the 
wasted expenditure cf eleven or twelve mill- 
ion dollars below Willow Springs. 

But supposing there were only a 300,000-foot 


. channel all the way, and once in ten years or 


so the ‘§torm waters of the Desplaines were to 
stop fot a day or two the flow in the drainage 
channel, or even were to overflow into the 
lake, what harm would be done which it would 
be worth paying twelve millions extra to 
avert? Cannot a better use be made of that 
money? The total cost of the entire sewerage 
system of the city up to 1890 was less than 
eleven millions. With the intakes of the 
water,tunnelg four miles from shore it will 
require the discharge of a vast quantity of 
“human excreta” for a long time to contami- 
nate the drinking water of Chicago so long a 
time that no. back overflow will ever reach 
those intakes. Nor must it be forgotten that 
if there were 4 channel which had a capacity 
for the discharge of 300,000 cubic feet of lake 
water at a rate of flow not exceeding three 
miles an hour it would pass off 600,000 
feet a minute of storm water, and hence the 
possibility of those waters backing over the 
present littledam at the head of the Ogden 
ditch would shrink toa minimum. It would 
not happen more than once in fifty years. It 
would not pay to spend twenty millions extra 
to prevent a semi-centennial anniversary. 

More good can be got out of the money in 
other ways.

If they were 
as dangerous as the Cooleyites claim they 
would be just as harmful with a 300,000 foot 
channel to Willow Springs and a 600,000 foot 
one from there on as if the channel had the 
smaller capacity all the way. Hence to take 
from the taxpayers eleven or twelve millions 
to make a double-capacity rock cut is to de- 
prive them causelessly of money which they 


can use to far better advantage for other pur- 


poses. 


THE SPRING ELECTIONS. 

The April town elections in Michigan have 
resulted in a substantial Republican victory 
throughout the State at large. They attest at 
once the excelleuce of the new election law, 
which was adopted by the last Legislature and 
was put in operation for the first time Mon- 
day, as well as the popular indignation at the 
Michiganizing system. Municipal and town- 
ship elections were held, and though in some 
places the result turned upon local issues, as 
a rule the party lines were closely drawn, with 
the effect of bringing out an unusually heavy 
vote. Out of 51 towns and cities heard from 
the Republicans carry 34, the Democrats 12, 
People’s party 2, and in three towns—Albion, 
Cadillac, and Greenville—the honors are 
equally divided, In five localities—Ishpeming, 
Hancock, La Peer, Battle Creek, and Lan- 
sing—the Republicans make large gains on 
their last year’s vote. They have captured 
nine Democratic strongholds, Sault Ste. 
Marie, Jackson, Grand Rapids, St. Joseph, 
Ionia, Lansing, Port Huron, Muskegon, and 
Saginaw. The latter city went 2,036 Demo- 
cratic last year, and this year the Republicans 
have won by 1,500, a gain of 3,535. The im- 
portant towns carried by the Republicans in 
addition to those named above are Escanaba, 
Houghton, Marshall, Ypsilanti, Big Rapids, 
Hillsdale, Grand Haven, Coldwater, Luding- 
ton, Bay City, Kalamazoo, and De- 
catur. Of the twelve towns carried by the 
Democrats the most important are Menomi- 
nee, Pontiac, Ann Arbor, Niles, Alpena, 
Dowagiac, and Adrian, and in most of these 
the majorities weve reduced. 

The Republicans of Ohio also have every 
reason to rejoice at the results in their State. 
The party lines were not closely drawn and 
the issues were mainly local. and yet they have 
more than held their own, Cincinnati, Cleve- 
land, Columbus, Akron, Findlay, and Paines- 
ville showing up with handsome gains. Even 
in Iowa the few reports received indicate a 
Republican drift of the current. The general 
outlook shows that the grand old party is still 
on the warpath and is getting itself ready to 
make it exceedingly hot for the Democrats 
next fall, 


WHY THE MANUFACTURER NEEDS FREE 
WOOL, 

The facts set forth in the following extract 
from a letter written in 1885 by the President 
and Secretary of the National Association of 
Wool Manufacturers are as sound now as they 
were seven years ago 

It may be said that a remedy for these difficul- 
ties [the exclusion of foreign mixing wools} will 
be found in the exclusive use of the domestic 
wools which willbe abundantly supplied under 
due protection. Tothis we reply that neither our 
own country norany otherin the world does or 
can produce to advantage wool of ali kinds and 
grades. Experience under high protection of wool 
in this country for over twenty years has demon- 
strated that our domestic wool-growers find it to 
their advantage to produce only the staple 
wools required for the ordinary range of woolen 
fabrics; and as these fabrics will always be in 
demand they build up their flocks, a work of 
time, for the production oniy of fleeces which will 
be profitable for a long series of years. This sys- 
tem, although providing admirable raw material 
for common goods, is incompatible with the vari- 
ety required for the diversified and highly ad- 
vanced manufacture which should be our aim, 
The American manufacturer, to com pete with the 
fabrics of other nations in the endless variety de- 
manded by our times, must have the power of se- 
lecting a portion of his raw material from all the 
world’s sources Of supply. The sudden and ex- 
ceptional demand for mcre or new raw material 
must be supplied by importations. 


The manufacturer is in a worse plight today 
than he was when this was written. He is at- 
tempting to manufacture more varieties of 
fabrics now than he was then and his need of 
foreign mixing wools is increasing. If he 
were to cease attempting to compete with 
Europe in all except a few kinds of standard 
goods he might be able to get along passably 
well and could get nearly all the wodl he 
wanted in the United States, except the very 
cheap grades which are not raised here because 
itdoes not pay. The quality of the wool of 
the Western ranch sheep—oven the poorest 
ones—is gradually but steadily improving and 
itis becoming all the harder to get cheap 
wools grown in the United States. At present 
the American manufacturer who wishes to 
duplicate the fabrics made by foreign com- 
petitors either has to pay a duty on the wool 
he must import, in which ease his price would 
be excessive, or he has to use adulterants. 
Naturally he prefers the latter. The duties on 
wool stand in the way of diversified wool 
manufactures and thus increase the imports 
of foreign goods, or they force manufacturers 
to use cotton and wool extract where they 
would be glad to use the pure unmixed fiber 
if they could. 


PENSIONING T THE EX-SLAVES. 

Last year au individual named Vaughan 
turned up at Washington with a proposition 
to pension the surviving ex-slaves to compen- 
sate them for their years of bondage. The 
project has been revived this year. A-pension 
bill has been introducea in Congress, and the 
author of the measure is trying to get up a 
Presidential ticket based on it. He has ap- 
pealed to Frea Douglass to take the chief 
place, but he has shown his wisdom by declin- 
ing. 

This pension scheme is the wildest and ab- 
surdest ever proposed in this coutitry, and it is 
amazing that any one should be found insist- 
ing seriously on it, It this project were car- 
ried out it would be equivalent to saddling the 
cost of pensioning one or two million ex-slaves 
on the North which emancipated them for 
from 75 to 80 per cent of the total sum would 
be paid by the North.

You will remember that instructions 
were unanimously given at that convention to the 
delegates to present the name of David B. Hill to 
the National convention as the sole choice of the 
Democracy of New York for the Presidential 
nomination. Yon will remember that the last 
Democratic President was not mentioned, nor 
was his administration mentioned in that conven- 
tion. Surely this was not the expression of the 
wishes or the feelings of the Democracy of this 
State.

Pneumonia Canses His Demise—His Fi. 


nancial Transactions in Chicago—Other 
Mortuary Matters. 
One of the men eee identified with 


the Cronin muürderers, John F. Beggs, died 


yesterday morning at 3:20 o’clock at his home, 
No, 24 Chicago terrace. While acting as aid 


during the last St. Patrick's day parade he con- 


tracted a cold which developed into pneuino- 
nia, Faithful nursing by his wife restored 


him to convalescence, but he had a relapse’ 


which ended in meningitis and death. 

Mr. Beggs was a lawyer, but never promi- 
nent in his profession, though active in Irish 
revolutionary circles. He was born in Lowell, 


Mass., in May, 1850, and was educated there. - 


In early manhood he removed to Cleveland, 
where he remained until ten years ago, when 
he came to Chicago and attached himself to 
the law office ot Boutelle & Watermen. He 


Soon became prominent in Clan-na-Cael.cir- - 
Cles in Chicago, and at the time of the 
murder of 


Dr. Cronin, May A, 1889, 
was Senior Guardian of Camp 2, 
which, at the instigation of some chief 
couspirators instituted itself into a court, 
tried Dr. Cronin in secret, and sentenced him 
to death as a traitor to the cause of Ireland. 
He was indicted for the.crime in connection 
with Dan Coughlin, Patrick O'Sullivan, Mar- 
tin Burke, Frank Woodruff, John Kunze, and 
Pat Cooney, alias the Fox.” Beggs, it was 
said, as Senior Guardian appointed the trial 
committee which pronounced the sentence of 
death on Dr, Cronin. How brutally and das- 
tardly the decree was carried out is still fresh 
in the minds of the public. But the evidence 
connecting Beggs with the murderous con- 
Bpiracy was too weak to secure a conviction 
and he was discharged. Some of the sensa- 
tional incidents of the trial were letters which 
passed between him and Edward Spelman, 
now also dead, but at the time chief officer of 
the Clan-na-Gael district in which Illinois 
was included, 

Suige the trial Beggs had practically cropper 
out of sight until last St. Patrick’s day. He 
dad moat Y, too, it appears, dropped out of 
the practice of his profession, though recent- 
ly he had begun to 2 hold again. It has 
always been suspected that Beggs had valua- 
ble and intimate information relating to the 
conspiracy that ended in Cronin’s murder and 
might throw the light of identity on those 
who actually committed the crime, and there 
have been hopes among the friends of Cronin 
that he would some day make a revelation. 
But he has passed away. : 


DEATA OF WILLIAM I. PRETTY MAN, 


The Ex-Banker Succumbs to an Attack of 
Pneumonia. 

William L, Prettyman died at his residence, 
No. 623 Sedgwick street, at 5 o’clock yester- 
day morning. He had been in failing health 
for some time, but the immediate cause of 
his death was pneumonia. He was born at 
Ann Arbor, Mich., forty years ago. A wife 
and a young son survive him. 

Mr. Prettyman was once owner of a private 
bank on Division street and the North Divis- 
ion Lumber company, concerns whose simul- 


taneous failure in the fall of 1890 brought 


Prettyman into notoriety. The estates were 
nominally worth $500,000, and although still 
unsettied will pay creditors 60 Gents on the 
dollar. Charges of mismanagement were 
made in regard to the banking business and 
indictments were found against the owner. 
They are still pending. 

In brief the history of the Prettyman fail- 
a as told by Prettyman’ 8 friends is as fol- 
ows: 

Nov. 22, 1890, Mr. Prettyman made volun- 
tary assignments of the three enterprises 
which up to that time he had been conduct- 
ing. Theee were the North Division Lumber 
gompany, thy firm of W. L. Prettyman & Co., 
lumber dealers, and W. L. Prettyman, pri- 
vate banker. Owing to the failure of the 

ing Bros. and the panicky feeling con- 
cerni — matters that 6 at that 
time those fuilures caused widespread com- 
ment, and the depositors in his bank were 
much excited. The County Court appointed 
the Jennings Trust company as assignee of 
each of the three concerns, and rigorous and 
exhaustive examination of the three concerns 
was had. It was claimed by Prettyman's 
friends the failures resulted not from dis- 
honesty on the part of Prettymaa, but be- 
cause of loss occasioned by the failure of 
certain Wisconsin firms to which Mr. Pretty- 
man had extended large lines of credit. Dur. 
ing the trial in the County Court of petitions 
on the part of several large banks, creditors 
of Mr. Prettyman, to be allowed to share with 
his bank depositors in the assets of the bank, 
Mr. Prettyman took a decided stand against 
the large banks and in favor of the depositors. 
Largely by his efforts and because of the testi- 
mony that he gave the depositors won their 
case as against the large banks. During this 
trial a committee of the depositors volun- 
tarily promised Mr.sPrettyman that they 
would request certain indictments that were 
found yt bim in the excitement and con- 
fusion fullowmg the failures to be discon- 
tinued, This arrangement was sanctioned 
and approved by the Judge of the County 
Court, who was much pleased with the posi- 
tion taken by Mr. Prettyman in favor of the 
depositors in his bank, when in doing so he 
hurt himself with the large and influential 
banks. which were tfying to share with the 
depositers. The troubles and reverses that 
caused and that followed his failure wore him 
out, and he but recently returned from Flor- 
ida, where he went to regain his health. 

Samuel D. Ward, the Treasurer aud man- 
ager of the Jennings Trust company, was 
seen, and when informed of Mr. Prettyman’ ~ 
death said: This ia very sad. That man 
was unfortunate, and not dishonest. In all 
our investigations and the investigations con- 
ducted by attorneys fot the various parties in 
interest Mr. Prettyman showed himself most 
anxious and willing to aid us and the creditors 
in every way. He was particularly solicitous 
todo something for the depositors in his 
bank. The failures showed nothing dishon- 
est on the part of Mr. Prettyman, but simply 
that he was unfortunate in some of his loans, 
and the crash came as the result of the failure 
of certain large firms m Wisconsin.”’ 

Ex-Judge Prendergast said: I have been 
acauainted with the affairs of the Prettymans 
since the failure and regret very much Mr. 
Prettyman’s death. I was convinced that one 
of his chief purposes for the remainder of his 
life was to earn enough to pay his creditors, 
and he often spoke to me on that , Subject and 
all his plans had that end in view.”’

H. L. Edgerton of the commission house of 
Edgerton & Winans, No, 8 Sherman street, 
died Sunday evening at Phoenix, Ariz., to 
which place he went last January, to recover 
from the effects uf an attack of influenza and 
pneumonia a yearago, Mr. Edgerton was con- 
nected with the First National Bank for a 
number of years after the fire and later with 
the commission firm of McLandburg & Co.

It was inclined to 
rely on his judgment because, outside of his 
private business career, he 1s the Chairman of 
the Committee on Ways and Means of the 
World’s Fuir Directory. This committee has 
charge of all the money-making. concessions 
which have Been and will be granted. Mr. 
Higinbotham is also a member of the Finance 
committee, which affords him an. opportunity 
of familiarizing himseif with all branches of 
expenditures. 

Figures of a Weighty Authority. 

Therefore, when, yesterday afternoon, Mr. 
Higinbotham had given estimates which 
showed that the total income of the Exposi- 
tion management would reach $35,507,956.33, 
the Congressional committee asked him to 
submit in writing a complete statement of 
what he thought the estimated expenditures in 
all departments of the World’s Fair should be 
and what the income, by items, would aggre- 
gate. This ground has been gone over by 
Chief of (lenetruction Burnham and President 
Baker, but they took a much less promising 
view of finances, and Mr. Higinbotham the 
committee was inclined to regard as a weighty 
authority. 

The Chairman of the Committee on Ways 
and Means went before the investigators late 
in the afternoon. Seemingly he was there to 
Hill up a small gap and answer minor ques- 
tions. It was not long, ‘however, 
before he developed into a giant. 
He began by explaining. some estimated 


expenditures of his committee and announced, 


in the matter of subscriptions, that of the 
$6,965,000 subseribed there would probably be 
a loss of $400,000, due to deaths, removals, in- 
solvency, etc., on the part of the subscribers.
